Dental Bills Introduced in Legislature 


Bills to Support 


These are the Bills which have been introduced into the legislature that 
vitally affect you as a dentist. A very short digest of each bill and its number 
follows. They are supported by organized dentistry. 

H.B. 1227—This bill repeals the requirement that a dentist must register 
with the County Clerk his license to practice dentistry. 

H.B. 1228—This bill will permit the increase in the number of members of 
the Board of Dental Examiners from five in number to seven. It will also 
increase the daily compensation for Board members. 

H.B. 1229—This bill requires that the dentist display his name in a promi- 


nent place on the door or window. Wherever the word Dentist appears the 
name shall also appear. 


H.B. 1230—This bill makes revocation of a dental license by another state 
valid grounds for revocation of a dental license in the State of Illinois. 

H.B. 1231—An amendment to the Dental Hygienist section of the Dental 
Practice Act which will permit hygienists to clean all surfaces of the teeth below 
and above the free gum margin. 


H.B. 1232—A bill to make a jail sentence mandatory for offenders found 


guilty of illegal practice of dentistry on second and subsequent counts. 


H.B. 1233—A bill which would permit the court to assess to the loser the 
costs of injunction suit. 

All these bills have the support of organized dentistry and we urge that each 
member acquaint himself with this information. If you are a contact man for a 
legislator pass on the information to him and make known your wishes. 


Bills to Oppose 


The two bills that follow are those introduced by the so-called Oral Pros- 
thetists (denturists) which you must do your utmost to defeat in order that the 
health of the public be protected. 


H.B. 1484—This bill, introduced by those who have been practicing dentistry 
illegally, would amend Section 5 of the Dental Practice Act, sub-sections 8 & 9, 
to permit “Oral Prosthetists” registered by the Department of Registration and 
Education to perform prosthetic services extra-orally. (Right to deal directly 
with the public.) 

H.B. 1521 is a bill creating the machinery for putting Bill 1484 into operation. 
If 1484 is defeated, 1521 is useless. 

These two bills demand your very utmost efforts. If improperly trained and 
unqualified persons are to be prevented from practicing dentistry and thereby 
endangering the health of our citizens.
